Blend Mode Magic

"Was it Multiply? No. Was it Difference? No. Was it Color

different blend modes in the pop-up menu until the image 
looks the way you want it, then this session is for you.

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Get it Sharp!

Different capture mechanisms - film formats and digital 
cameras - have their own signature combinations of detail 
and noise. The challenge is to sharpen the detail without also 
exaggerating the noise, so successful sharpening needs to 
take into account the relationship between image detail and 
the noise signature of the image source, whether it's film 
grain or a digital camera filter mosaic. Incorrect sharpening 
makes the grain or noise more rather than less obvious, and 
sometimes even obscures the detail instead of enhancing it.

Mastering the art of video editing in final Cut Pro involves more 
than learning what buttons to press and how each tool works.

This session will focus on applying your 
understanding of editing tools such as Ripple, Roll, Replace and 
others to real world situations, further, we will explore some of 
the more advanced trimming techniques such as basic multi-track 
trimming, asymmetrical trimming, dynamic trimming, and 
trimming an edit under a transition.

Time Remapping in Final Cut Pro 

Speed effects are one of the most common and most 
versatile effect types available in Final Cut Pro. Basic speed 
effects such as slow motion can be employed for dramatic 
effect and speeding clips up can simulate time lapse effects 
but the real fun happens when you employ variable speed 
effects (often called ramping ). These are effects where a 
shot changes speed while it is playing. This can be used to 
slow down a portion of a shot, to speed up a section of a 
shot and then return to normal speed, to slow a shot down to 
a freeze frame, it can even be utilized to send a shot into 
reverse while it is playing. The possibilities are only limited by 
your imagination. 


Advanced LiveType: Creating an 
On-Air Promo 

Welcome to the world of animated type and motion graphics. 
Just watch the opening of almost any television show, sit 
through a movie trailer or view a commercial and your eyes 
will marvel at the seemingly endless ways type can be made 
to fly, spin, float, and even dance across the screen. Animated 
type and other visual "eye candy" is the domain of motion 
graphics; a discipline that has come into its own in the past 
few years due to the proliferation of low cost compositing and 
animation software and blazingly fast desktop computers. 
Whether your goal is to help sell a new television show, 
create a DVD menu, or spice up some rather dull looking 
video, LiveType will give you endless options for achieving 
your goals and keeping your clients happy. And maybe you 
might just get your weekends back. 

Primary and Secondary Color 
Correction 

Color correction is the process of enhancing the video image. 
It's also called "finishing," because it's the last step in 
finalizing the image before it goes on the air. The color 
correction artist, or colorist, is charged with shaping and 
molding the raw, photographed images into something 
fantastic! In some cases, color correction uses big, broad 
strokes to dramatically change the look of a film. In others, 
it's used for more subtle and less noticeable tasks, such as 
evening out variations in exposure and lighting from shot to 
shot, and fixing the occasional mistake. Color correction can 
mean different things on different projects, and always 
depends on the skill of the colorist. In good color correction, 
the colorist's work may not even be noticeable in the final 
product. 
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Scene to Scene Color Correction 

When a scene is supposed to portray a continuous event, then 
the shots that make up that scene should work toward one 
goal: making you believe that everything is happening at one 
point in time. Creating continuity between more than one shot 
means that the action should match as you cut from one shot 
to another in a way that the audience believes is one action. 
Creating a continuity or harmony between images may shift 
the attention of the audience back where you want it to be: 
on the story. This continuity can be created by a process of 
scene to scene color correction to match shots to one another. 

Advanced SoundTrack Creation 

Which comes first the pictures or the music? Editors face this 
dilemma whenever they are cutting a project that is driven by 
the music. Composers prefer to have the finished edit in order 
to create a musical score. Editors prefer to have the music 
before they edit the picture, so they can build the project 
around the timing in the music. With the Soundtrack program, 
there is no need for compromise whether you are the editor, 
composer, or both. Final Cut Pro and Soundtrack work 
together to make it easy to send a project back and forth 
between programs at different stages of the scoring and 
editing process. In this session you will wear both the editor 
and composer's hats as you go through the entire process of 
scoring a 60 second promo from scratch.

Building DVD Motion Menus in 
FCP and LiveType 

In day one LiveType was used to create an on-air promo to 
sell a television show. In this session you will use LiveType & 
FCP to create a motion menu to entice viewers to explore 
your DVD. Next to the content itself, the menu leaves the 
most lasting impression on the viewer because it is in fact, 
the first thing they see when they pop in your disk in their 
DVD players (other than the FBI warning of course). Whether 
you're creating a Hollywood title or selling a product, your 
DVD will greatly benefit from a well-designed and executed 
motion menu. 

Color Keying in Final Cut Pro 

The Color Key is one of the most powerful and most 
commonly used tools in your compositing arsenal. It allows 
you to isolate (or matte) a subject from its background in 
order to combine it with a different shot (often referred to as 
a plate). The way the Key effect works is to identify all of 
the pixels of a certain color and render them transparent, so 
only the remaining pixels are visible. This is how Superman 
can appear to fly, or how a dinosaur can appear in the same 
shot as real actors. 

Nesting and Compositing 

When working with complex sequences that involve multiple 
layers and many clips, you may want to treat multiple clips as 
a single object. For example, you may wish to apply a single 
filter to multiple items, or to scale or rotate several clips all at 
once. In order to do such complex tasks, you can take 
advantage of Final Cut Pro's nesting feature. Any sequence 
can be edited into another as if it were a clip. Whenever one 
sequence is embedded in another, it's called a nested 
sequence. This session explores the power and flexibility of 
using nests in your compositing and editing workflow.

In 
this lesson you will learn how to use a reference tone to 
correctly configure the level of your sequence's audio. Along 
the way you'll learn how to set the level of audio clips, use 
Final Cut Pro 4's new Audio Mixer, automate audio tracks in 
real-time, and make sub-frame adjustments to correctly 
synchronize an audio clip to a marker in the Timeline. Are you 
ready to face the music? 


Encoding Video for DVD using 
Compressor 

Now that you have a completed movie you may want output 
it to a medium that could be used for distribution. DVD-Video 
is the most popular format for distributing high quality video. 
However, to get high quality Video onto your DVD you will 
need to use sophisticated compression tools that will give you 
options like VBR encoding, GOP structure selection and 
numerous pre-filtering options. Compressor makes this often 
scientific method easy and intuitive. There are numerous 
presets built into Compressor that will result in MPEG-2 video 
that is of exceptional quality, even at very low bitrates. In this 
session you'll take Compressor for a spin and encode a 
completed movie.
